tire assembly o f electro nic co m­ 
po nents. 
The wafers co ntain as many 
as 50 separate electro nic co m­ 
po nents with no mo ving parts 
and few co nnectio ns. The wafers 
are smaller than the head o f a 
match and thinner than a match 
bo o k co ver.

thing the ’60s have produced 
so far. 
It was an era of credit 
expansion, with the newly or­ 
ganized F'ederal Reserve Sys- 
tern assigned the task of pro­ 
viding enough credit for a grow­ 


ing economy, but policing ex­ 
cesses. 
It was also an era of chi­ 
canery, of swindles in the stock 
maket, in hanking, in industry. 
It was an era of the fast buck 
and endless opportunity. 
Some point out that the 1960s 
have all these things. Outstand­ 
ing credit is at a record high. 
Trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange 
has 
topped 
the 
volume of 1929. the old champ. 
Many stock prices are at rec­ 
ord 
highs. 
So are corporate 
earnings. 
Speculative 
flurries 
have burned many fingers. 
Business swindles have sent 
executives 
fleeing 
to 
Brazil. 
Commodity and stock scandals 
have 
toppled 
firms, 
brought 
court 
action. 
Confidence 
has 


been widely expressed in the 
licking, or at least the flatten­ 
ing. of the business cycle. 
But the differences between 
the two decades are important.

AUBURN. .Ala. — When you get off the 
plane at Columbus. Ga.. en route to .Auburn 
University, the first thing you see is large 
.Signboard which 
reads: 
“ Impeach Chief 
Justice Earl Warren and .save the repub­ 
lic.” 
The .sign is painted in strik ing colors, 
« hviously an expensive job. and below in 
bold letters is the sponsoring signature: 
“ The John Birch Society.” 
One of the next things you see on the 
streets of Columbus is a teenager in a 
Beatle wig. The Beatles that very same 
day had finished their tour of the USA and 
arrived back in London. 
Fads travel fast. 
Rut at .Auburn, things had changed. 
Not 
only is the .Negro student. Harold Frank lin, 
going about his business without a body­ 
guard and without insult, but the student 
leaders of Auburn have shown such courage 
In thumbini: their no.ses at Gov. George 
Wallace's high-handed racial policies that 
he has put at least four of them on his 
black list. 
The governor, in addition to tak ing time 
lo speak all over the 49 states outside Ala­ 
bama and running tor president in some 
of them, also has time to k eep a list of 
.so-called subversives. Their chief crime has 
been opposinng his views of race relations, 
and 
the vhief criminals at Auburn are 
Harry Wilk inson, editor of the hard-hitting 
university paper. “ The Plainsm an;” Dianne 
Snoddy of Huntsville, his associate editor, 
Bobby Boettcher who comes from Texas 
and IS one of the Plainsman's columnists, 
and John Jeffers, son of the Baptist minis­ 
ter who fearlessly preaches better racial 
relations and, who despite a lot of criti­ 
cism, preaches to the largest number of 
people in Auburn every .Sunday—with one 
possible exception. 
The one possible exception is Rev. I’ow'crs 
McLeod, a .Methodist who has also buck ed 
the policies of Governor Wallace and is high 
on his black list 
Christian Leadership 
All of this points to the tact that there is 
a courageous while minoritv in Alabama 
which dare.s buck the Ku Klux Klan, the 
white citizens councils and ruthless segre­ 
gationists led by Governor W'allace. To say 
that this minoritx is courageous is an under- 
slafement 
It actually tak es courage of a 
heroic brand to stand out against the m a­ 
jority 


Rev. McLeod, for instance, was abused 
and excoriated when he had the first Negro 
student in history. Harold Frank lin, stop by 
his office en route to his first class a\ 
Auburn. Real purpose was to mak e sure no 
gun had been planted in Frank lin's bag­ 
gage- which would have given university 
authoritic.s an excuse to throw him out. 
Frank lin attended his first day of classes 
without mi.shap, partly because Bill Van 
Dyk e, giant all-star guard on Auburn's foot 
ball team, cam e up to him, stuck out his 
hand and said: 
‘T m glad to have you 
here .” 


For befriending Frank lin. Rev. McLeod 
has had pressure from some members of 
his congregation to leave town. 
At one 
point opposition became so intense that he 
called his wife and children together for a 
family conference, fearing life had become 
too disagreeable for his children. 


The decision was summarized by his son 
Lewis. 
“ Daddy.” he said, “ I want you to 
stay here until they run you away.” 


McLeod's brother Fletcher, also a Metho­ 
dist minister, has received threats from the 
Klan. The first threat came when he was 
preaching at Brew ton. Ala., and a warning 
voice came over the phone: 
Preacher, 
you've been out mixing with the niggers. 
W'e’re gonna burn a cross in front of your 
church.” 


“ I’ll be glad to have the publicity.” .Mc­ 
Leod replied 


The second warning came inn the form of 
a threatened whipping party. 


“ Be .sure to bring at least three m en,” 
said the Methodist preacher. 
” W'hy'.'” ask ed the Klansman. 
“ Because I’ve got two barrels on my shot­ 
gun and I ’ll tak e care of the first two.” 
The Central Methodist Church in .Mont­ 
gomery also showed courage when it in­ 
vited Auburn’s Negro student to speak . Two 
of Governor Wallace’s private snoops were 
in the congregation with tape recorders to 
report to the governor on what he said 
Ask ed afterward what Frank lin had talk ­ 
ed about, one of them replied in a tone 
of di.sgust: “ Oh. he only talk ed about God.” 
G.od is pretty hard even for Governor 
Wallace to tight in the Bible belt of Ala­ 
bama. 
(iod Is Winning 
God and the Bible belt may he behind at 
the moment, but the signs indicate the uni­ 
versity as a whole is still against integra­ 
tion. But some vigorous new blood is em erg­ 
ing in Alabama. 
The student leaders of 
Auburn are realists who are not content to 
live with the past, realize that they must 
build a new .south. Young men lik e John 
Vick ray, of Montgomery, president of the 
.student council. Ned L. Pierce of Good- 
water, president of the Auburn Conference 
on International Affairs together with Wilk ­ 
inson, 
Jeffers 
and 
many 
others, 
have 
brought not only leadership, but free di.s- 
cu.ssion and idealism to the campus. 
Last w^ek they brought some of the na­ 
tion’s No. 1 diplomats and foreign affairs 
experts to Auburn for such a di.scussion. 
Last week also the Presbyterian Church 
in Auburn was in the throes of a di.scussion 
over who should mak e up the committee 
to pick a successor to Rev. John Evans, 
a liberal who resigned to tak e a more 
prominent church. 
“ The Christians and the non-Christians 
are fighting to see who is going to pick 
his successor,” commented Rev. Powers 
McLeod, in his deep Alabama drawl. “ But 
don’t you worry, the Christians are going 
lo win.”

Instead we chose tax 
reduction — and 
at 
the same 
time 
we 
reduced 
government 
spending. 
“ By tak ing this course 
we 
have made this bill an expres­ 
sion of faith in our system of 
free enterprise.”

the 
tax 
bill 
Johnson 
signed was far different from 
the one President Kennedy pro­ 
posed to Congress on Jan. 24, 
19H3. In addition to tax cuts, he 
proposed a number of tax re­ 
forms. 
The government is losing a lot 
of money now—although legally 
— through 
preferential 
treat­ 
ment and special privileges giv­ 
en particular types of transac­ 
tions, enterprises and taxpay­ 
ers. 
Kennedy figure'd the retf>rms 
he .suggested, by stopping up 
loopholes and eliminating sj>e- 
cial
